O'Brian, an attorney, was born October 14, 1874, at Buffalo, 

New York, He received an A,B, degree from Harvard in 1896, an LL,B. 
degree from the University of Buffalo in 1898 and LL,D. degrees from six , 
other universities. Me was admitted to the New York Bar in 1898 and has ^ 
been a practicing attorney ever since. Me is a member of the Washington,' 
B.C., law firm of Covington, Burling, jgublee, O'Brian and Sharb (Dean 
Acheson was formerly a member of this firm). He was United States V 

Attorney for the Western District of New York, 1909-1914; head of the 
War Emergency Division, Department of Justice, 1917-1919; and Assistant 
to the Attorney General of the United States, 1989-1933. He held other 
government positions during World War II. He resides at 8101 \ 

Connecticut Avenue, N.W., and has his office at 701 Union Trust 
Building, both Washington, D. C, ("Who's Who in America," 1953-53) 



Beginning in 1939, there has been spasmodic favorable 
correspondence between the Bureau and O'Brian (94-4-8757), In 1941, the 
Louisville Office of this Bureau advised that one Herbert Marks was a 
member of the Communist Party, In 1945, Marks applied to the Civil 
Service Commission for a position with the United States Government. 

He listed o'Brian as a reference. No further information is available 
on this matter (65-56402-766). In 1948 and 1943, while acting as a 
General Counsel of the War Production Board, O’Brian acted as an inform¬ 
ant for the Bureau in an internal security investigation (65-4389-24, 28). 
p August, 1948, Martin Popper aid his associates attempted to enlistj, 
vhe aid of prominent attorneys on behalf of Communist party leaders,Mm 
were then under indictment in New York City.

Mr. Case stated that he wanted to establish contact with me 
in view of the surveys which the Fund for the Republic may embark upon. 

He stated that at the present time it was their intention to make a survey 
of what the Communist Party was and that engaged in this work was a 
Professor Sutherland of Harvard University, He stated that they were also 
engaged in a survey of the public opinion reaction on security measures 
taken by the Government, which survey is being made by a Professor < 

Stoeffer of Harvard University. (Both of these names are phonetic and I 
have asked Mr. Ladd to check and let me have a memorandum upon what¬ 
ever we can find upon either of these men for our own information.) 

Mr. Case stated that he was cognisant of the fact that the * ( 

Fund for the Republic would be faced with the possibility of considerable \ J 

controversy concerning its purposes and its work and that he was particularly \ 
desirous of having whatever work it did done objectively. He stated that \ 
for this reason he wanted to be certain that they did not employ any individ- V- 
uals who might be controversial figures. He asked me to feel at liberty to ^ 

suggest at any time the names of any persons whom 1 thought they might it) 

utilise with value. He stated that he hoped that when their work was 
completed that at least their surveys would be accepted as having been done 
with good faith without being slanted to either the right or to the left. 
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1 told Mr. Case that it uns obvious that he had sensed the 
delicate problem with which he was faced as undoubtedly there would be 
individuals who would try to obtain employment with his organisation who 
would he prejudiced and that obviously such persons could not perform 
research work in an objective manner. 
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Mr. Case stated that he wanted to advise me ia confi- 
deace of a personal matter which had been ol considerable concern to 
his family and that he had only discoursed this matter with the other 
members of the Fund for the Republic and the members of bis own law 
firm. He stated that he had a sister by the name of Miss Adelaide Me. 
Case, whov he had been informed had become a member of the Communist 
Party while teaching in Boston, Mas sachusetts. He stated that this sister 
had been under treatment for several years by psychiatrists and that 
recently she had been transferred to New fork and placed in a mental 
hospital in that State. He stated that his sister had informed members 
of the family that she had been a member of the Communist Party and 
that this apparently was preying upon her mind. He stated he did not know 
for a face that she had been a member except from what she had stated and 
from what the psychiatrist in Boston who had treated her slated, to the 
effect the sister had told this to the psychiatrist. Mr. Case asked if l 
would be kind enough to advise him if we had any information that the 
sister was a member of the Communist Party. 1 told him 1 would make 
a check and if I found any information to support this fact, 1 would confi¬ 
dentially advise him of the same.

Reference is made to San Diego letter to Boston dated February 12, 
195U, captioned, "CHARLES E. CORKER; FUND FOR THE REPUBLIC, 
SECURITY MATTER - X," which requested Boston to obtain background 
information on CORKER and to identify the Fund for the Republic. 
San Diego*s letter was premised on a request for information by 
the Fourth California District Court of Appeals which had been 
contacted by the Fund for the Republic, through CORKER, to provide 
information on several specific cases concerning Communism handled 
by the court* 

Mrs. EDITfkffiWTQN, Registrar, Harvard Law School, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, on February 2k f 1 9%k» advised SA JAMES T. SULLIVAN 
that CHARIER EDWARJP'DQRKER was born January 16, 1917, at Boise, 
Idaho. His fatft§^wli>CHARLES,, and his mother, AIMA^ILL^ORKER. 


He received an A.B. Degree from Stanford University in 19Ul and 
was in attendance at Harvard Law School, 19Ul-19lt2 and 19h2~19k3> 
at which time he dropped out to accept a commission in the U. S. 
Navy. He returned in early I 9 I 4.6 and was awarded an LL.3. Degree, 
Magna Cum Laude, on November 25, 19ii6. Subsequently he became 
affiliated with the Stanford University Law School before returning 
to Harvard in the fall of 1953 to accept a position with the Fund 
for the Republic. 

Boston indices contain no record of CORKER. 
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J Mrs. NEWTON stated ARTHUR JfrfT SUTHER ^AND, Professor of Law, 
Harvard Law School, could provide iiformation concerning the 
\J Fund for the Republic.

It is pointed out that Professor SUTHERLAND has been frequently contacted 
by Special Agents of the Boston Division and has proved especially 
cordial, cooperative and productive in applicant-type investigations. 
There is no derogatory information concerning SUTHERLAND in Boston 
indices. 

Professor SUTHERLAND stated he would provide all possible information 
concerning the Fund for the Republic to a Bureau representative inasmuch 
as he planned to make all his facilities and materials available to the 
Bureau at all times for its purposes and had hoped he could work out a 
kind of liaison with the Bureau in the matter of compiling an exhaustive 
bibliography of publications issued by the Communist Party, USA, through 
the years. 

SA SULLIVAN advised SUTHERLAND that this was a policy matter which would 
necessarily be handled by the Bureau at Washington. SUTHERLAND stated 
he recognized this and then stated that any aid the Bureau could give 
would be tremendously appreciated, no matter how small. 

SUTHERLAND stated the Fund for the Republic is an organization set up by 
the Ford Foundation to make a study of the various public records con¬ 
cerning the Comaunist Party and the philosophy of Communism in the 
United States and from it write a comprehensive history of American 
Communism. The fund is headed by CLIFFO^jT3ASE, former Republican 
representative from New Jersey, and has as counsel. Attorney BETHUEL 
MATTHE^mBSTER, 1$ Broad Street, New York City. 

SUTHERLAND stated that while Communism itself is and has been a truly 
important factor in the United States for thirty odd years, and will 
continue to cause trouble here in the years to come, the amount of sound 
and serious scholarship devoted to this topic in the United States is 
pitiably small. Detached and impersonal scholars have not subjected 
Communism to the scholarly research necessary to evolve ways and means of 
combatting this phenomenon. Professor SUTHERLAND feels that too many 
individuals in the academic field have been "softhearted and softheaded" 
about Communism and have been misled by Communist propaganda. A research 
work which contains the actual record of Communist activities, one which 
is scholarly and factual, and which will be available to scholars every¬ 
where, represents an effective method of proving to these scholars their 
approach to Communism has been childish. It is the aim of the Fund to 
make such a record available.

(C) Complete a digest of the Communist record in the United States, the 
Communist Party organization and its doctrines. 

SUTHERLAND stated the Fund would be interested in obtaining information 
from the following sources: 

(A) Public Proceedings 

(1) State or Federal 

(a) Executive authorities 

(b) Legislative authorities 

(c) Judicial authorities 

(B) Legislative: 

(1) Publications issued by congressional committees. 

(C) Executive 

(1) BROWNELL v. the Communist Party 

(2) State and federal loyalty boards 

(3) School boards 

(D) Judicial 

(1) State and federal court proceedings. 

Presently SUTHERLAND'S staff is contacting thousands of American cities 
in an effort to ascertain whether local ordinances relating to Communism 
are or have been "on the books. 1 ' The results will be compiled and 
reported.

He mentioned also that Attorney Genera]. BROWNELL was made cognizant of 
this project by letter in early February, 195 U, and that several of the 
U. S. Supreme Court Justices are likewj.se cognizant of the project 
inasmuch as an unidentified justice was instrumental in providing the 
complete testimony (16,000 pages) in the Dennis case to the Fund. 

Specifically, Professor SUTHERLAND wishes to know whether the Bureau would 
talk to himself or Mister CORKER with a view to establishing whether the 
Bureau would make available material for the projected bibliogxa phy. 

He stated he wishes to do nothing which would jeopardize the identity of 
the Bureau sources which originally provided the pamphlets, magazines and 
books necessary for the bibliography. He would welcome an opportunity 
to discuss the matter with the Director, if necessary. 

Professor SUTHERLAND made available his copy of a lU9-page publication 
entitled, ’’Report of the Committee on the 'Communist Record'” which the 
Bureau may consult while arriving at a decision in this matter. It need 
not be returned. 

Boston feels that the project as outlined by Professor SUTHERLAND has 
great intrinsic value but, more important, can, in the future, be of 
tremendous value both to the Bureau and Department especially as source 
material in the preparation of briefs against the Communist Party. 
Likewise, SUTHERLAND hopes the Bureau, as the leading integral part in 
the fight against Communism, will give serious consideration to making 
available information to a project which is scholarly, conservative and 
non-Communist infiltrated. 

Boston feels likewise that the Central Research Division might be 
interested in the Fund project as an aid in its work. The fund's y' 
findings will be made available to Central Research for any of its 
projects, SUTHERLAND stated. 
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Boston will not recontact SUTHERLAND regarding this particular topic 
unless advised to the contrary. If additional information is obtained 
from SUTHERLAND on this topic, the Bureau will be made cognizant.

The Boston Division on March 5 and 17, 1954, advised the Bureau 

( that Sutherland, a staff member of the Fund for the Republic, had 
inquired whether the Bureau could make available certain material to be 
used by the Fund in the preparation of an exhaustive bibliography of 
publications issued by the Communist Party, USA, through the years. He 
stated that the Fund was also going to make a study of various public 
records concerning the Communist Party and the philosophy of Communism 
in the United States and from it write a comprehensive history of 
American Communism. In addition to the above projects, Sutherland stated 
the Fund was going to build up a microfilm library of materials not 
generally available to individual scholars (presumably concerning Communism.

Un-American Activities (HCUA), In February, 1949, Whittaker Chambers 
claimed that in late 1934 he was replaced as a Communist espionage 
courier by a girl identified by subsequent Bureau investigation as 
Thelma Oster, a former secretary to Sutherland, 1928-1931, In 
February, 1953, Sutherland was head of a committee at Harvard University 
for advising faculty members subpoenaed by HCUA, This committee in 
March, 1953, advised two Harvard Communist students to cooperate with 
the HCUA, In May, 1953, Sutherland requested an FBI interview, for 
clarification purposes, of Mr, and Mrs, Roman Jakobson, Harvard faculty 
members scheduled before HCUA hearings on 5-26-53, which hearings were 
cancelled, Sutherland’s relations with our Boston Division have been
